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The  Infant  Mortality  in  1899  was  241  and  has  declined  with  rather 
marked  fluctuation  from  year  to  year  as  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table, 
to  32  in  1950,  but  unfortunately  has  risen  to  54  in  1951.  It  will  be  noted 
that  the  fluctuation  over  the  last  three  years  is  repeated  frequently  in  the 

table. 


The  improvement  in  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  over  the  years  has  been 
due  mainly  to  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  that  occurred  between 
one  month  and  one  year.  This  group  of  deaths  formerly  accounted  for 
the  greater  proportion  of  the  total  deaths  and  the  improvement  is  due 
largely  to  improved  medical  and  social  services  and  modem  metheds  of 
treatment.  The  position  now  has  been  reversed  and  the  Neo  Natal  deaths 
— that  is  deaths  under  one  month  of  life,  make  up  the  larger  proportion 
of  the  total  deaths. 


Below  will  be  found  a table  of  the  causes  of  infant  deaths  for  1951, 
in  this  Authority  end  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  greatest  single  cause  is 
prematurity  which  it  is  believed  is  associated  with  unfavourable  social 

conditions.

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  in  1951  was  51  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  17  cases  of  Non  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  making  a total 
of  68  cases  notified  during  the  year.

INFLUENZA  EPIDEMIC  1951. 


In  this  locality,  the  epidemic  appeared  to  have  commenced  at  the 
beginning  of  January  with  an  abrupt  onset,  rising  quickly  to  its  peak  by 
the  end  of  the  month,  and  then  falling  with  almost  equal  rapidity 
^fering  the  early  part  of  February. 


On  the  whole  the  epidemic  affected  adults,  particularly  those  over  60 
years  of  age,  children  were  relatively  unaffected  and  those  that  were, 
recovered  quiokly.  Infectivity  appeared  to  be  high  and  it  was  comparitively 
rare  for  one  member  of  the  household  to  be  affected. 


There  appeared  to  be  two  types  : — 

(a)  Respiratory.  (b)  Gastro-Enteritic. 

Symptoms  in  the  former  were,  pyrexia,  headache  and  particularly 
backache  ; a very  dirty  tongue  was  noticed  in  most  cases.  Cough  was  a 
marked  symptom,  and  also  blood  stained  sputum  in  the  cases  complicated 
by  pneumonia. 

In  the  latter  type,  symptoms  were  pyrexia,  backache  (usually  severe), 
vomitting  and  in  a small  proportion  diarrhoea. 

The  main  complication  was  a virus  pneumonia  occurring  very  largely 
in  patients  over  60  years  of  age,  although  a few  young  adults  were  affected. 

Deaths  occurred  in  patients  mainly  over  60  years  of  age,  and  previous 
lung  disease — -particularly  Silicosis  and  Pneumoconiosis,  had  a very  adverse 
influence  on  the  patient’s  chances  of  recovery. 

Recovery  and  return  to  work  varied  from  3 or  4 days  to  3 weeks,  the 
latter  possibly  being  due  to  virus  pneumonias  not  diagnosable  clinically. 

There  were  only  a a few  cases  of  post  influenzal — depression. 

It  is  not,  unfortunately,  possible  to  measure  the  magnitude  of  the 
epidemic  accurately,  as  Influenza  is  not  a notifiable  disease.  That  the 
epidemic  was  of  considerable  proportions,  however,  was  indicated  by  : 

(1)  Notifications  of  Pneumonia  which  were  sixty  three  as  compared  with 
nine  in  the  corresponding  period  of  laet  year. 

(2)  Absentee  rates  of  various  business  concerns  in  the  locality  which  were 
so  high  as  to  cause  considerable  loss  of  manpower. 
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(3)  The  absenteeism  among  school  children  which  was  26.99  ,’o  as  compared 
with  12.6%  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 

(4)  National  Health  Insurance  sickness  claims,  which  were  234.3%  above 

what  they  were  in  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.  £ 

During  the  epidemic,  the  average  number  of  visits  made  per  day  by 
the  General  Practitioners,  was  on  the  average  70  and  80  per  day,  and  up 
to  100  calls  in  the  peak  period— on  the  whole  about  twice  as  many  calls 
per  day,  as  during  the  same  period  in  1960. 

For  the  five  weeks  period  ended  the  17th  February,  1951,  there  occurred 
in  this  Authority  145  deaths  from  all  causes,  this  being  a death  rate  of 
36.9  per  1,000,  compared  with  18.7  for  the  similar  period  in  1960,  14.6  for 
a similar  period  in  1949,  and  12.6  for  a similar  period  in  1948. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Urban  District  Council  is  derived  from  seven 
sources.  In  six  of  these  the  water  is  treated,  i.e.  filtered  and  chlorinated, 
but  is  untreated  in  the  remaining  source.  In  general  the  raw  water  from 
all  sources  is  of  an  upland  surface  type  and  soft  in  character.

Bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  were  made  fortnightly  on  all 
sources  of  supply  and  tests  showed  that  a high  standard  was  maintained. 

Certain  recommendations  have  been  made  to  the  Council  : — 

(a)  To  improve  the  treatment  of  certain  of  the  sources  of  supply. 

(b)  In  regard  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  supply  of  water  to  the  area  as  a 
whole  and  with  particular  reference  to  the  Council’s  proposed  Housing 
Schemes.

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SWIMMING  BATHS. 


There  are  three  swimming  baths  in  the  district  situated  respectively  at 
the  Public  Park,  Trecynon,  the  Rock  Grounds,  Aberdare,  and  Michael’s 
Field,  Recreation  Ground,  Aberaman. 

All  are  provided  with  up-to-date  plant  for  the  Alteration,  chlorinatiojf. 
and  aeration  of  the  water.  Periodical  tests  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  waters  were  undertaken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and 
the  results  on  the  whole  are  satisfactory. 


RIVER  CYNON. 

During  the  year,  periodical  inspections  of  the  river  Cynon  and  its 
tributaries  were  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  myself,  with 
reference  to  pollution.  There  has  undoubtedly  been  a great  improvement 
in  the  state  of  the  river  Cynon  but  although  a good  deal  yet  remains  to 
be  done,  the  outlook  is  hopeful. 


CINEMAS. 

All  local  cinemas  were  periodically  inspected  during  the  year.  The 
inspections  were  carried  out  between  8 p.m.  and  10  p.m.  so  that  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  maintained  at  the  Sanitary  conveniences  could  be 
fairly  judged  after  a few  hours  use  by  the  public. 

Every  assistance  was  offered  by  the  Managements  and  on  the  whole, 
the  sanitary  conveniences  were  kept  in  a reasonable  satisfactory  condition. 
Some  of  the  Managements  were  very  concerned  at  the  wilful  misuse  of  the 
conveniences  by  the  public  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  these  complaints 
were  justified.  As  a result,  an  appeal  was  made  through  the  local  press 
asking  for  the  co-operation  of  the  public  regarding  the  mis-use  of  the 
conveniences. 


MEDICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  ENTRANTS 
TO  THE  COUNCIL  SERVICE. 

Fifty  three  persons  have  been  medically  examined  during  the  year, 
involving  66  examinations  and  medical  reports.  The  examinations  were 
chiefly  for  the  purposes  of  the  Council’s  Superannuation  Scheme  and 
applications  for  Breakdown  Pensions. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919, 

AND  INFESTATION  ORDER,  1943. 

During  the  year,  work  on  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  was  continued 
under  the  N.S.  21  Scheme,  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
(Infestation  Division),  and  four  Rodent  Operators  are  employed  full  time 
by  the  Council. 

The  Operators  also  carried  out  two  Maintenance  treatments  of  the 
Sewers  in  the  area  during  the  year.

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  FOR  TUBERCLE  BACILLI. 

Twenty -five  samples  of  milk  were  taken  in  the  district  for  examination 
for  tubercle  bacilli,  and  one  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

The  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken  from  the  herd  of  a producer 
retailer  and  the  adverse  report  was  passed  to  the  Divisional  Inspector, 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  affected  cow  was  subsequent- 
ly traced,  and  seized  and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order.  A 
post-mortem  examination  confirmed  the  carcase  to  be  affected  with 
tuberculosis,  the  extent  of  which  was  advanced  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Order. 

The  Owner  voluntarily  agreed  to  have  his  milk  pasteurised  and  has 
maintained  this  practice  ever  since. 

I would  like  to  repeat  my  remarks  of  my  1950  Report  and  again  ex- 
press my  appreciation  to  the  Divisional  Inspector,  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  Division  56,  for  his  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  in 
particular  in  relation  to  the  above  case. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE. 


The  Sanitary  Inspectors  continued  in  their  work  of  Education  in  Food 
Hygiene,  together  with  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  premises 
involved  with  the  handling,  preparation  and  storage  of  food. 

^ During  the  year,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  attended  a course  of  Lectures 
at  Swansea  on  Food  Hygiene  under  the  auspices  of  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education. 

The  Council  approved  during  the  year,  Byelaws  under  Section  15  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  securing  the  observance  of  Sanitary 
and  Cleanly  conditions  and  Practices  in  connection  with  the  Handling, 
Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food,  and  the  Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  Air. 


ICE  CREAM. 

All  shops  and  premises  where  Ice  Cream  is  sold  and  prepared  for  sale 
were  inspected  during  the  year.  Vehicles  used  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream 
were  also  inspected  and  kept  under  observation. 

During  the  year  8 new  applications  were  received  for  registration  as 
manufacturers  or  vendors  of  Ice  Cream,  and  all  were  granted. 

24  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken  during  the  year  for  qualitative 
examination — 17  samples  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ice 
Cream  Order,  1951,  7 samples  did  not  comply  with  the  requirements, 
and  appropriate  action  was  taken  in  these  instances.
